Husband and wife team to help ease doctor shortage 


Two new physicians will soon 
be joining Dr. Ash Jaffer at the 
Didsbury Medical Clinic, filling a 
long-time need for more doctors in 
town. 

Dr. N. Maiter and Dr. R. Kagee, a 
South African trained husband 
and wife team, are a welcome 
addition to Didsbury. 

“It’s wonderful," said Dr. Jaffer, 
who is currently the sole physician 
at the clinic. 

“We’re obviously in great need of 
more doctors to support a growing 
community.’’ 

Dr. Maiter is expected to start 
taking appointments in the fall and 
her husband will join her by the 
end of the year. 


Jaffer had anticipated the couple 
would begin sooner, but said 
paperwork problems with the 
( HR have delayed them. 

So local residents who have 
already been calling the clinic to 
book appointments, will need to 
be patient for just a little bit 
longer. 

Rose Balcom, a Didsbury resi¬ 
dent who suffers from numerous 
health problems, said she hopes 
the new addition will relieve some 
of the pressure on local health 
care. 

“It just can’t come soon 
enough," she said. 

Balcom said the current care 
available Is “atrocious” and that 
she was concerned that her health 
and that of other Didsbury resi¬ 
dents might be at risk. 


She has had to seek medical 
help outside of Didsbury and 
blames a doctor shortage for the 
problem.

“The doctor situation has been, 
for me, a horrible hindrance in 
health care.” 

While Drs. Maiter and Kagee will 
offer much-needed relief, Town 


CAO Roy Brown said there’s still 
more work to be done. 

“We were definitely short and 
we’re still short,” he said. 

“We still need two more doctors 
in my opinion.We need to contin¬ 
ue to recruit more, if we want to 
be a full-service community." 

The Town has been working 
with Dr. Jaffer to support his 
efforts to recruit more doctors 
and will continue to do so. 

“We’re also working with the 
Calgary Health Region to empha¬ 
size to them how important it is 
for us to have more doctors in the 
community,” said Brown. 

Allx'rta's booming economy and 
growing population have resulted 
in a serious health-can 1 crunch, 
creating a province-wide iu*ed for 
more doctors, so for Dklshury to 


obtain two is good news. 

It is estimated that an influx of 
as many as 35,000 nurses, doctors, 
and health-care aides will be need¬ 
ed over the next 10 years to meet 
Alberta’s growing demand. 

Recruiting from other countries 
isn’t a new concept, especially 
from South Africa 

In 2004, 22 per cent of licensed 
physicians in Canada were foreign 
trained. 

But it has become a more popu¬ 
lar option now than ever before.

“We’ve received some 
birds to be tested for West 
Nile and a few other things, 
but none for avian flu yet,” 
she said. 

Ealey said a dead bird 
shouldn’t automatically 
send up a red flag, but a bet¬ 
ter safe than sorry approach 
is best. 

“There are other things 
birds may die of as well, but 
if there are no obvious rea¬ 
sons for their death, we 


want these collected as 
much as possible,” he said. 

“We want to have a 
process in place to test the 
best we can.” 

Right now we’re in the 
early stages of the migrato¬ 
ry timeline, but later in the 
summer and into fall, it will 
be in full effect.

“It’s difficult because there are 
times there is no power, or you 
can’t get through by phone 
either," he said. 

Both Nadin and his wife were 
born in Lebanon, but have lived 
in Canada since 11)76 and started 
operating Burger Baron in 1988. 

Ironically, the Kamaleddines 
fled Lebanon in the late 70s to 
get away from war activity that 
was breaking out, and now the 
family is being put through many 
of the same stresses they experi¬ 
enced before. 

The family is very concerned 
about Nadin and Rob, but cross 
their hearts every time they turn 
on the news because they know 
many, many people who are in 
the area. 

Some of their family members 
still reside in Lebanon, which 
just adds to the- stress that they 
are currently faced with, all the 
while still trying to run a busy 
restaurant. 

“I have quite a few cousins that 
are from Edmonton who are over 
there right now," said Zouhier. 
“We know a lot of people.” 

Zouchier credited the 
Canadian government for its 
quick response in helping out 
those trying to flee the country 
to safety. 

“We feel that they have done an 
awesome job,” he said. 


Two Carstairs men are trying to 
flee war-tom Beirut this week as 
tension mounts between Israel 
and Lebanon. 

Nadin Kamaleddine and his 
son Rob went to Lebanon in May 
to help tend to Nadin's brother 
whose health is failing. They were 
scheduled to return July 21, but 
due to the recent airport bombing 
in Beirut, and other war activity, 
they have been unable to get out. 

Nadin runs the Burger Baron 
restaurant in Carstairs, well- 
known for the I rest burgers in 
town, with his wife Ihsan and five 
children. 

Zouhier, one of Nadin’s other 
sons, who stayed home in 
Carstairs to assist his family with 
the business, says every day they 
attempt to make contact with 
their father and brother, but in 
the past week they’ve had diffi¬ 
culties getting through. 

He says the family is feeling 
very apprehensive and just wants 
to see them get home safely, as 
quickly as possible. 

“It’s more nerves right now," 
said Zouhier. “Every day we try to 
phone." 

It was actually a phone call to 
his father in Lebanon that made 
him aware that the war activity 
had starling. He called at about 9 
p.m. Allrerta time, which woke 
his father up at about 6 am. their 
time.

“It wouldn't take long until people 
noticed fines," he said, adding that some 
parents are giving their kids too many 
rights. “Hit them in the pocketbook and 
it’ll make a difference.” 

If the town does bring in a curfew 
bylaw, he would like to see a special pro¬ 
gram devoted to it so police aren’t over¬ 
loaded. 

By further utilizing auxiliary officers or 
members of Citizens on Patrol, he said it 
would make enforcement easier.

Nurses and doctors are working more and longer shifts, 
health regions are projecting shortfalls in the tens of mil¬ 
lions of dollars, and the population continues to grow, 
expanding the need for more and better health service's. 

Overworked doctors and nurses are spinning in circles 
trying to keep up and are likely getting fed up in the 
process. 

1 was beginning to worry that with all this running 
around, bedside maiuier might fall to the wayside, not 
because they don’t care, but because they don’t have time 
to care. 

But my worries were assuaged Sunday when I visited a 
newborn baby in the 1CII of the Stollery Children’s Hospital 
in Edmonton. 

All of the staff went out of their way to make sun' the par¬ 
ents were in the loop the entire time. 

As they weaved around bodies and equipment, pushing 
buttons and adjusting tubes, they explained everything and 
were always friendly. 

Within hours, both mom and dad were well-versed in the 
baby’s condition and could rej>eat, in detail, all the techni¬ 
cal terminology involved. 

Despite the obvious rush about the place, the staff made 
a real effort to provide the lx>st possible care and to new' 
parents with a vulnerable little girl, it means everything to 
know their baby is in good hands. 

I just hope a couple of years down the road, that same 
care will be there. 

With a surplus like the one Alberta is eqjoying, you’d 
think we wouldn’t have to wait and wonder.
